Instrucdons for Payment of Fees
June 28,2005

l. Collection of Permit Fees
The U0ah kgislature authorized the collection of pcrmit fees in the Minerals program July l, 199g. The
fees provide supplemental funding forprocessing and maintaining mining and exflorationperrrit
applications and inspection ofthose sites.

Ploase note: Some oomPanies/operators mayreceive more than one billing form (i.e. multiple mines/projects).
Id is imoortant to return eaeh one of those forms to ensure proper credit.

2. Fees Are Assessed as Follows:

Snall Mining Operations (5 or less disturbed acres)

3. Fees Due Date
Fees are due by the last Friday in July, for all permitted operations or applications presently under Division
review. Fees will also be due upon submission of a new permit application or a permit amendmenyrevision
ufiich increases the acreage to a newfee category.

4. Failure to pa,
Failure to pay the required permit fee will automaticallv suspend an onerutor's author{zafion to m|ne or
exnlore (site teclamation is still required by the operator). Permit revocatioo and an Order to re"laim th"
site may zubsequently be required by the Board of Oil, Gas and Mining after Notice and Heari4g.
New permit applications require fee enclosure with the application, beiore it will be processed

5. Oonortunitv to Close Oat a pernit
Permittees have the opporhrnity to close out a permit and not pay the fee. To be eligible to olose out a
Permrl You must return the enclosed billing form with the aporopriate box checkedl. you will thel be
contacted by the Division to arraqge for an onsite inspection The area must be ftlly reclaimed and in a
stable condition to be eligible for closing out a permit lf the area is suinbly reclaimed, then NO FEE
WILL BE DW. If the area is not yet zuitably reolaime4 then a new billing notice will be issued and the
p€t:nitce will be given 30 davs from the date of the onsite inspection to pai the feo.

6. Delinsuent Fees
All permit fees q/hioh r€main unpaid will be considered a violation of the Mined Land Reclamation Act and
will be srbject to enforcement action, u/hich wifl carry penalties and fines.

7. Chanse ofAddress
Please note any address or telephone changes on the retrn form" (NOTE: An operator cannot be
changed on this form. This must be accomplished throfgh a formal Permit Transfer).
